In Michigan weeks ago, the joke was 
that somehow or other the special session 
of the state legislature would end by Nov. 
15, when the hunting season began. 
The legislators made the deadline. But 
not many Michigan observers were ready to 
predict they would achieve it at so great a 
cost to the dominant Republican Party— 
and Gov. George Romney—as seems to be 
the case. 
The issue in this session was the gover­ 
nor’s tax reform program. 
The outlook 
was always doubtful for him. He and ev­ 
erybody else knew he had a bitter battle 
on his hands. Many Republican conserva­ 
tives had no taste for the two per cent per­ 
sonal income tax which was a key feature 
of the program. 
Yet it was inconceivable to veteran Michi­ 
gan appraisers that GOP legislators would 
not give the governor something he could 
hang his hat on. The lawmakers confounded 
these veterans by giving Romney exactly 
nothing. 
There was, of course, no surprise in the 
added fact that Democrats spurned Rom- 
ney’s late-hour bids for support, 
even 
though they for years have been trying to 
ram through similar tax proposals. 
The blow to Romney—and to Republi 
cans generally—has to be measured as 
severe. On his fiscal program he staked his 
entire claim to leadership. He pointedly 
asked to be judged by his performance in 
this field. 
Since his party holds a 23-11 edge in the 
Michigan Senate and a 58-52 margin in the 
House, the governor felt he had a right 
to hope for success. 
The defeat of his tax legislation could be 
a heavy burden upon him should he be a 
candidate for re-election next year. While 
many assume he will be, he has hinted more 
than once that failure of his key programs 
might lead him to refuse another race. 
Romney’s modest victory margin in 1962 
always has been a source of worry for 1964, 
when President Kennedy would be on the 
ticket aiding the Democratic choice. 
Michigan’s Republican lawmakers now 
have given Democrats the best issue they 
could hope for. 
All the Democrats need 
say is: “Romney was elected on a promise 
of leadership. He didn’t deliver.” 
Obviously, too, Romney’s place as a presi­ 
dential dark horse for 1964 is seriously af­ 
fected by this reverse. 
Presumably many of the GOP legisla­ 
tors are happy now—hunting in Michigan’s 
woods and fields. While they are out, per­ 
haps they should look for votes. They may 
need them badly in 1964.

THE PUZZLING PROBLEM OF THE 
•DROPOUTS’ 


It was a high school guidance counsellor speak­ 
ing on the subject of school "dropouts.” He had 
attended a mooting of guidance counsellors from 
all over the New England area, held in Hartford, 
Conn., and he had been impressed more by what 
he had heard in the corridors than anything that 
had been said officially. 
Tile official attitude is, of course, that "drop­ 
outs” are to be deplored. And the usual answer 
to the problem is that "there ought to be a law ” 
compelling all ’teen-agers to remain in high school 
until they have received diplomas. How else, so 
the official line duns, w ill ’teen-agers be rendered 
capable of holding jobs in an economy that re­ 
quires less and less crude m uscle power as it 
becomes more autom ated? 
"This lumping of all dropouts into one cate­ 
gory.’’ 
said 
the 
dissident 
guidance 
counsellor, 
"obscures all the difficulties. It keeps people from 
breaking the problem down into its components. 
The truth is that it is not even necessarily a 
good thing to keep everybody in school until the 
arbitrary age of sixteen. Some people only learn 
to become m ature through experience. It does 
no good to force such boys and girls to remain 
in school, which is a place that perpetuates im­ 
m aturity by taking aw ay from kids the necessity 
of making their own decisions. 
"The 
dropout 
problem.” 
so 
the 
dissident 
guidance counsellor continued, "has two salient 
phases. There is one group of kids who range 
from average to excellent in intelligence. They 
quit school because they are bored, or because 
their parents don’t care, or because they sec 
chances to go to work and earn m incy. These 
kids should be kept in school by persuasion, if 
possible. But if a boy quits school at the age of 
sixteen for a job or decides to go into the armed 
forces before ho has a diploma, and then discovers 
through experience in the real world that he 
w ants to go back to school for more education, 
w hy should it be considered a calam ity that he 
dropped out as a ’teen-ager? H is experience may 
have been the very thing he needed to bring him 
to a m ature comprehension of the value of an 
education. 
"The sec md big group of dropouts,” so the 
guidance counsellor went on, "consists of kids 
who, in the old days, belonged to a category that 
was never considered to be high school m aterial. 
In the effort to keep such kids in school after the 
ago of sixteen we now provide all sorts of special 
courses. The diplomas they get are m eaningless 
— save for the fact that personnel directors in 
industries tend to accept them at face value and 
hence may discrim inate against intelligent drop­ 
outs who might actually do a better job if they 
could only get them selves hired. The members of 
the second group of dropouts are the low average 
boys and girls who, from junior high school years 
up to the age of sixteen, are carried along in 
special courses, in shop work and the like, w ith ­ 
out ever getting any real benefits from the teach

AN KYE ON FALLOUT 
One might suppose that there is no 
furthq;* point in maintaining a check on 
radioactive fallout, now that the treaty ban 
on atmospheric nuclear tests has gone into 
effect. A little reflection suggests that this 
does not hold Hue. Happily, that is the con­ 
clusion by the federal government. 
Certain reasons for continuing vigilance 
come readily to mind. One is that some of 
the debris from almost 20 years testing 
is still in the stratosphere and will continue 
to descend over the next decade or so. 
Another reason is that the test ban might 
be violated by one or more of the treaty 
signers. 
It is possible that tests by nations which 
have not signed— France, and after a time 
perhaps even Communist China—may add 
significantly to fallout. Some might also 
be added, though this is not anticipated, by 
underground tests. Accidents in the release 
of nuclear energy for peaceful uses might 
unexpectedly contribute 
to the present 
atmospheric pollution. 
That word, “pollution,” is the key to even 
better reasons for continuing to monitor 
fallout and to study its effects on life. The 
extent of the danger to human welfare 
has not yet been determined. It is, quite 
literally, of vital importance that such a 
determination be made.

Mrs. Poppel said used appli­ 
ances and furniture valued be­ 
tween 81,500 and $1,700 were 
destroyed in the fire. She re­ 
ported props and stage scenery 
form erly used at the Cragsm oor 
T heater aslo burned in the blaze. 
No estim ate of the total loss 
was available. It was reported 
the fire may have started from 
spontaneous combustion. 
Judge Poppel highly praised 
the w'ork of volunteer firemen 
from Kerhonkson and Accord in 
preventing the fire from spread­ 
ing to nearby lunies.

Somebody’s income has gone 
up—enough of the somebodys to 
change the totals for the nation.

The 1963 fall semester marked 
the beginning of the end of edu­ 
cational and training courses for 
many veterans studying under 
the Korean G I Bill, according 
to Charles Culver, counselor of 
the New York State Division of 
Veterans Affairs and John Tyler, 
director of the Ulster County 
Veterans Service Agency.. 
Generally, 
they pointed out, 
courses started recently by Ko­ 
rean veterans without a service 
connected 
disability 
must 
be 
completed by Jan. 31, 1965. No 
provision has been made to ex­ 
tend this program beyond that 
date. However, Korean veterans 
with service connected disabili­ 
ties are Under an entirely differ­ 
ent program for which no cutoff 
date has been established. Vet­ 
erans 
considering 
furthering 
their education or training under 
the Korean GI Bill should make 
their plans accordingly. 
To be eligible for such read­ 
justment education or training, 
veterans must have had active 
service at any time between June 
27, 1950, and Jan. 31, 1955. They 
also must have served at least 
90 days 
and entered 
training 
within three years from their 
first discharge from that serv­ 
ice. He-enlistment does not ex­ 
tend the three year limit. E li­ 
gible veterans may choose their 
own type of training in any ap­ 
proved school or establishment. 
They may enroll in schools or 
colleges: take on the job train­ 
ing; enroll in institutional, on 
the 
farm 
training, 
or 
other 
courses, including flight training, 
cooperative 
or 
correspondence 
school courses. Veterans will re­ 
ceive an allowance each month 
to meet part of their training 
and living expenses.

Additional Land 
Posing Problem 
For OCS Board 


The Onteora Board of Edu 
cation has an important deeis 
ion to make in conjunction with 
its high school expansion pro­ 
gram. 
Shall it request State Educa­ 
tion Department waiver on mini 
mum requirements for land for 
the combined high school and 
Benefit facilities? 
Or shall it purchase an 18- 
acre plot adjacent to the Boice- 
ville property, owned by Leonard 
Colange of Boyceville? 
A 1300 pupil high school en­ 
rollment projected by 1970 would 
require a minimum of 28 acres 
by State Education Department 
regulations. The Bennett school 
requires 9 for a total minimum 
requirement of 37 acres. 
The present school property in 
Boiceville is 
about 34 or 35 
acres, not all usable, leaving the 
district two acres short of state 
regulations. 
Superintendent 
Sullivan 
re­ 
ported to the board this week 
that 
the Colange property is 
available for purchase at $2,000 
an acre or a total of $36,000. 
No Sub-Dividing 
Colange 
will 
only 
sell 
the 
entire tract, the board was in­ 
formed. He is reported not inter­ 
ested in sub-dividing the acre­ 
age. 
In a question and answer period, 
Richard Langham of Woodstock, 
who was active with the Citizens 
Committee on the last bond issue, 
said the cost of the Colange pro;>- 
erty would be exorbitant. He sug­ 
gested condemnation as a possible 
method of acquiring part of the 
land. 
Superintendent 
Sullivan 
and 
Board president 
Philip Gordon 
Iwth opjxjsed the condemnation 
idea, pointing to historic prece­ 
dent that it might be a costly, 
drawn out affair that could sort 
ously delay the expansion 
pro­ 
gram. 
l>ook Into Future 
On the subject of expansion, Su­ 
perintendent Sullivan took a spec­ 
ulative look into the future. He 
said he foresaw the time when 
the Bennett school would remain 
the same, 
servicing 
the 
north 
side of the reservoir, east through 
Ashokan and Shokan, some parts 
of

Pond area. 
The next elementary construc­ 
tion might be at West Hurley, ex­ 
panding the new school to 21 
rooms. 
The present site at Boiceville 
would handle 10-12 grade pupils in 
the entire district.

school on the south side of the 
Ashokan reservoir is a possibility.

Disability is severe enough to 
place them one year below grade 
level in the low’er grades or two 
years below in the upper grades.

unreadiness.”
